
Kijire Nagu: 

A 2003 General Council

The 2003 General Council, 
which was held at the Ho-Chunk 
Convention Center on October 1 1 , 
2003 , was the birthplace of the Ho- 
Chunk Nations’ proposed healing 
center now called “Kijire Nagu”, 
which means “the Road to Helping 
Each Other Heal.” Resolution 10-11- 
03 J: Healing Center for Addictions, 
presented by Roberta Decorah, was 
passed with 1048 votes for it, 294 
against it, and 132 abstaining the 
proposed resolution. 

On October 29, 2003, Ho-Chunk 
Nation Legislature referred the 
resolution to its Administration 
Committee. There it sat, until the 
O’Connor Property, located near Eau 
Claire, was donated to the Ho-Chunk 
Nation in 2009 for the “specific 
purpose of treating social ills.” 

The Planning & Development 
Department began a three bid 
process to plan and build the Kijire 
Nagu building. Strollo Architects, 
based out of Florida, was selected 
and have since then presented a 
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Comprehensive Master 
Plan to complete the first 
of four phases of the Kijire 
Nagu Project. Director of 
Planning & Development, 
Carol Rockman, said, “The 
second phase is getting 
the land, to begin planning 
the facility layout on the 
actual grounds chosen, as 
well as the internal and 
external operational program 
design in place. The third 
phase will be the actual 
construction and hiring an 
administrator. And the fourth 
phase will be accepting 
clients into the program.” 

In May 2010, a Local 
Planning Committee 
was identified to design 
a program that would 
focus on the function 
within the culture and 
traditions of the Ho-Chunk 
Nation; consisting of key 
stakeholders from various 
Ho-Chunk entities. In June, 
2010 they held their first 
meeting with great success. 
As part of the planning, the 


committee began reviewing 
the referral and placement 
process for adults. The 
team is also designing short 
and long term treatment, 
as well as transitional and 
supportive programs. Strollo 
Architects credited the 
committee for “tremendous 
effort, knowledge, skill, 
and emotion in the trauma, 
substance abuse, and mental 
health fields.” 

The construction is slated 
to be at the Little Blackhawk 
property in Black River 
Falls, at the corner of 
Highway 54 and Brockway 
Road. Rockman said, “The 
property is still fee (but 
should be placed in trust)” 
and “ground studies need to 
be conducted before the site 
is finalized.” 

The Kijire Nagu facility 
has been planned to house 
and staff 32 beds, initially, 
and up to 160 beds for 
expansion. The tentative 
plan includes: staff 
members, administration,

big lodge building, 
female housing, male 
housing, family housing, 
cultural center (to include 
an amphitheater), and 
maintenance building (to 
include an on-site energy 
plant). Rockman added, 
“Residential units will 
be separate (units) from 
the main building. The 
clients will be treated as 
outpatients and live in the 
village concept housing.” 

She continued, “An energy 
plant was added to offset 
utility costs. An energy 
firm will need to conduct an 
evaluation to find out which 
green energy source would 
suit the facilities needs.” 

The energy plant is a 
separate project all in itself, 
but presents the opportunity 
for the Ho-Chunk Nation to 
grow more “green.” 

The planning committee 
members have visited 
similar facilities in part of 
their research to meet the 
needs of the Ho-Chunk 
Nation. They went to 
Koinonia in Rhinelander, 
Wisconsin and Hazelton in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

The visits were to find 
out what works and what 
doesn’t work at these sites. 


Healing Center, in Black 
of Highway 54 and Brock- 

The committee’s goal is 
to “incorporate modern 
interventions that can either 
support or be supported by 
the Ho-Chunk traditions.” 

Committee members also 
travelled to Washington 
D.C. to talk with Wisconsin 
Elected Officials to gain 
support for the project. 

To help move the project 
forward, they met with 
the Substance Abuse and 
Mental Health Services 
Administration to seek

new construction of homes,

- roads and curbs, utilities 
and finally the apartment 
complexes. 

I would like to think this all 
happened with one starting 
point for HCI, the future, 
and those who believe in the 
beauty of dreams to envision 
the possibilities. It started 
with a ten year strategic plan 
that involved the people, your

All 
one can hope for is a safe 
winter season, a warm one 
would be good, so make sure 
to check your tires and get 
some new ones so you ain’t 
riding around on baloney 
skins.

grant money. The Ho-Chunk Nation Legislature recently 
approved a Request for Proposal for the fine tuning portion of 
the operational program design.

Starting July 1, 2011 
LogistiCare is responsible 
for managing non-emergency 
medical transportation 
(NEMT) services for 
Medicaid and BadgerCare 
Plus members. This new 
non-emergency medical 
transportation management 
system will affect most of 
the members enrolled in the 
following programs: WI 
Medicaid, Family-Planning 
Only Services, BadgerCare 
Plus Standard Plan, 
BadgerCare Plus Benchmark 
Plan, Tuberculosis-Only 
Services, Express Enrollment 
for Pregnant Woman, and 
members enrolled in state- 
contracted managed care 
organizations (MCOs) who 
receive NEMT services 
on a fee-for- service basis 
(e.g., Children Come First). 
Medicaid and BadgerCare 
Plus members enrolled in an 
HMO will also receive NEMT 
services through LogistiCare. 
That includes WI Medicaid 
or BadgerCare Plus members 
who are enrolled in an HMO 
in Milwaukee, Waukesha, 
Washington, Ozaukee, 
Kenosha, & Racine counties. 

All trips must be pre- 


arranged and confirmed by 
LogistiCare. Please be aware 
that LogistiCare cannot 
arrange non-emergency 
Medicaid transportation for 
members who reside in a 
nursing home or are enrolled 
in the BadgerCare Plus Core 
Plan, the BadgerCare Plus 
Basic Plan, or SeniorCare. 
However, Core and Basic 
Plan members may also be 
enrolled in Family-Planning 
Only Services and may 
receive NEMT to covered 
family planning services.

On Veteran’s Day, 

November 11,1 ran into an 
elder of ours at the Ho-Chunk 
Gaming Nekoosa Flag Raising 
Ceremony, by the name of 
Dolly Bigjohn. As always, she 
was participating as a back-up 
singer alongside her daughter 
Mary, whom you can hear for 
miles away with her beautiful 
canary voice. 

Every time I see Dolly it puts 
a smile on my face because 
she’s always joking around 
or laughing about something 
while getting a quick smoke 
in, and trying to get the scoop 
on the latest current events. 

It has been nice to see Dolly 
in such good spirits because 
back in 2010, Dolly was in 
a head on collision near her 
home in Wittenberg as she 
was making her way home 
from the casino. Dolly 
suffered several injuries, which 
included bruises and some 
broken bones. Dolly was in a 
wheelchair for some time, and 
it took a little while for her to 
heel completely; not allowing 
her to scrub on the side of the 
arena of the powwows she 
since has attended. To make 
matters even more trying for 
Dolly, that same year several 
tornadoes came through 
Wisconsin and her home was 
one of many that suffered from 
damages. 


Now that she’s had time to 
recover and get those bones 
strong again, she’s back doing 
what she likes to do best (well 
one of them anyway), which 
is dancing! Not just any ol’ 
dancing, but the good old Ho- 
Chunk applique style of dance. 

So as we caught up with 
one-another on our November 
11 meeting, the subject came 
up about a couple different 
Veterans powwows that were 
taking place the next day on 
the twelfth. We both knew 
about the Navy Pier powwow 
in Chicago but that was too 
far. There was also one taking 
place in Oneida that weekend 
that we knew of and heard 
there may have been one up 
in LCO. But, we were both 
heading to Wausau. We both 
also heard of a scrub special 
that was taking place there 
and she said she was going 
to participate. Of course this 
made me jokingly scrunch 
my face, point at her and say, 
“Good, I’ll see you there... it’s 
gametime!” as if it was a do or 
die situation. 

So as my children and I 
finally get the right directions 
off the navigator and find the 
powwow, there she is in her 
applique dress, giving me a 
mean competitive look (mean 
mugging me) and ready to 
dance. Like an old veteran, 
she was ready to go. As for me 
I was rushing around carrying 


in bags, feather boxes, and still 
trying to find out where to sit 
and it was fifteen minutes to 
grand entry. Yikes! I guess 
they don’t know about Indian 
time. Just kidding; about the 
mean mugging. 

As the pow-wow got under 
way and things calmed down 
for me, the gathering proved 
to be pretty nice, and it just 
got better. The group that put 
on the powwow sponsored 
several different specials and 
one of them that I can still 
vividly remember was the two- 
step contest. Not only was it 
fun to watch these different 
couples go out and show off, 
but one couple I really enjoyed 
watching was Dolly Bigjohn 
and her twelve year old great- 
grandson, Kay-Chunk-Hoonk 
(which sounds just how it is 
spelled), meaning King Turtle. 

There were others out there 
that looked good but my 
eyes and many other eyes 
were focused on Dolly and 
her great-grandson. It was 
impressive to see Dolly out in 
the arena showing us younger 
ones how to do it. On October 
2, Dolly’s family threw her 
an 80th birthday party. You 
wouldn’t guess that Dolly was 
80 years old by the way she 
was giving ‘er out there, and 
you definitely couldn’t tell that 
she was a recent victim of a 
head on collision. 

As the song started, 12 year 


old Avery Estes (Dolly’s great- 
grandson, and son to Lacy 
Bigjohn), grabbed onto Dolly’s 
arm and danced her to one side 
of the arena. She then began 
to scrub, turning left and right, 
as Avery danced all he had 
in the four directions around 
her. Once he made the last 
direction, he grabbed Dolly’s 
arm and they two-stepped to 
another spot of the arena and 
did it again. It was a site to 
see. Although they did not 
get in the top three places, 
the expression they showed 
on their faces showed they 
enjoyed themselves. 

As I looked around, I was 
not the only one with a smile 


on my face watching these 
two dance. Besides dancing, 
Avery also likes skateboarding, 
being a good big brother to his 
five brothers and two sisters, 
getting good grades, playing 
football, and attending Native 
American Church Services.

School students present for 
this exhibition. 

Lance Tallmadge, the 


Native American Student 
Services Coordinator for 
the Wisconsin Dells School 
District, introduced the group 
and said, “The native students 
of the school district are here 
to share their culture as well 
as their individual talents.” 

The group made then- 
special appearance by dancing 
on beat through a grand 
entry, demonstrating then- 
individual dance style, and the 
girls exhibited how graceful 
the swan dance is. After 
going through the categories, 
Evan Logan rallied the 
crowd by asking them, “Are 
you a CHIEF?!” After the 
crowd hooted and hollered, 
they were ready for more 
excitement. It was time for 
student participation with the 
two-step and an intertribal. 
The bleachers nearly cleared 
out with the thunder of

Representatives of Ho- 
Chunk Nation, Town of 
Sumner officials and local 
high school students gathered 
on November 12 to survey 
newly identified effigy 
mounds and to help restore 
natural prairie through 
seeding the site of the largest 
historic Ho-Chunk village 
near Lake Koshkonong. 

Jay Toth, archaeologist 
from the Ho Chunk Nation 
Department of Heritage 
Preservation Cultural 
Resources Division, described 
of the mounds, which are 
estimated to have been 
created about 1 ,000 years ago. 

The mound survey took 


place on an old farm just 
outside Busseyville in 
Jefferson County. 

Following the survey , Toth 
led the group to the prairie 
seed planting at Carcajou Park 
where the Town of Sumner 
Parks Committee distributed 
prairie flower seeds to 
sprinkle on the grounds. 
Carcajou Park, surrounded by 
a residential area, lies on a site 
which served as a gathering 
place and pow-wow grounds 
for Ho-Chunks up until the 
1890s. This area, named after 
a Ho-Chunk chief, was known 
as White Crow’s Village. The 
site of significance to the 
Ho-Chunk people is listed on 
both the State and National 
Registers of Historic Places. 

Archeologist Jay Toth 


described the landscape to the 
group and provided history 
which he demonstrated 
through an old photo of a 
young boy at the former pow- 
wow grounds. 

“There were 1200 people 
living here,” Toth told the 
group, “you’re looking at the 
biggest Ho-Chunk village in 
the state. . .an 8,000 year old 
continuous habitation site and 
also a pow-wow grounds.” 

From the Department of 
Heritage Preservation 

Carcajou point was the 
site of the largest Historic 
Ho-Chunk village. There 
were Pow-wows still held at 
the south end until the late 
1890’s. An old photo shows a 
young boy named Indian Joe 
attending the pow-wow. He 
is buried in the Kirby’s family 
plot at Busseyville cemetery. 
Indian Joe’s family like other 
Ho-Chunk families continued 
to camp the woods of the 
local farms in and around 
Carcajou point. 

But by the time that 
the pow-wows ceased full 
scaled impacts to the site 
began. Numerous burials and 
mounds have been destroyed. 
In 1989 housing development 
began along the shore line 
and is nearly complete. Most 
of these development lots 
contain archaic and Oneota 
components and burials. 

The current threat is the 
development of the White 
Crow village area proper. The 
Town board has approved 
15 lots on the north end of 
Kelly’s land which contained 


the former mound sites. 

The southern end of 
Kelly’s land where the pow- 
wows were once held is 
covered by the Hunt Club 
lease which prohibits above 
ground construction. The 
development strategy is to 
build a sewage lagoon in this 
area and connect all the new 
development houses to this 
system. This system will 
then allow for an additional 


15 lots to the current approve 
15. Currently Realtors are 
marketing the land for its 
tax exemption which only 
encourages development. 

If the current development 
plan is permitted, all of the 
Carcajou Point Historic 
site will be destroyed. This 
important Ho-Chunk site 
will forever be lost to future 
generations of Ho-Chunk and 
the American Public.

Ho-Chunk Nation delegation defends 
federal funding formula

A Ho-Chunk Nation 
delegation headed by 
President Jon Greendeer 
recently attended the Indian 
Reservation Roads Program 
Coordinating Committee 
meeting in Albuquerque, 

New Mexico November 8th 
and 9th. The main topic of 
discussion involved future 
funding of Tribal roads, BIA 
roads and access roads to 
fee parcels, trust parcels and 
reservations. 

According the Ho- 
Chunk Nation BIA Roads 
Department, the current 
funding program SAFETEA 
LU expired in 2009 and 
has been operating under 
continuing resolutions since 
that date. The Bureau of 
Indian Affairs and the Federal 
Highway Administration have 
proposed funding formula 
changes to SAFETEA LU 
that would reduce funding 
to smaller tribes and tribes 
without defined reservation 


boundaries. 

“The United States 
Senate has also passed 
unanimously out of the 
Senate Environmental and 
Public Works Committee a 
new funding program that 
would replace SAFETEA LU, 
Moving Ahead for Progress 
in the 21st Century Act or 
more commonly referred to 
as MAP-21 ,” Jon Schrader of 
HCN BIA Roads explained. 

MAP-21 calls for several 
changes to the way that Tribal 
Transportation Program 
funding is calculated. MAP- 
21 puts more of an emphasis 
on tribal population as 
computed under the Native 
American Housing Assistance 
and Self -Determination Act 
of 1996, and less importance 
on Tribal roads, BIA roads 
and other access roads added 
to the Indian Reservation 
Roads Inventory before 
October 1, 2004, Schrader 
added. 

“The Ho-Chunk Nation, 
namely Rep. Greg Littlejohn, 
has been leading the charge 


to lessen the effect of these 
proposed funding formula 
changes by proposing 
alternatives to the IRRPCC 
that would allow all tribes to 
take advantage of the Indian 
Reservation Roads Program,” 
said President Greendeer. 

Those accompanying 
President Greendeer to 
represent the Nation’s 
interests were District 5 
Legislator Greg Littlejohn and 
District 1 Legislator Douglas 
Greengrass and Department of 
Housing, BIA Roads Division 
employees Jon Schrader and 
Brett Blackdeer. Blackdeer 
was designated the alternate 
representative for the Indian 
Reservation Roads Program 
Coordinating Committee 
Midwest Region by the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Legislature 
earlier this year and accepted 
by the IRRPCC in August. 

“The Ho-Chunk Nation 
will fight to maintain funding 
levels for tribal roads, BIA 
roads and access routes to 
fee and trust parcels. The 
Nation will also continue 


to work with the Wisconsin 
Congressional members in 
Washington, D.C. and local 
elected and highway officials 
to advocate for a Tribal 
Transportation Program that 
treats all tribes equitably,” 


President Greendeer said, 
“it is my constitutional duty 
to represent the Ho-Chunk 
Nation on all matters that 
concern its interests and 
welfare.”

Curt has 
been running the Recycling 
Business for 8 years, since he 
was 17 years old. Larinna has 
been a share holder for four 
years. 

Larinna, a tribal member 
and former employee for 
the Nation and Ho-Chunk 


Gaming Black River Falls, 
now works for herself and 
with her family. Curt, Larinna 
and one or all of their children 
Matthew, Gabriel and Asuka 
make the trip with their truck 
to a site, when they get the 
call. 

Curt’s Recycling removes 
appliances, autos, batteries, 
farm equipment, vacant & 
estate property clean up and 
has experience in trailer/ 
mobile home removal. 

Curt’s Recycling is located 
in Hixton, WI. They definitely 
want the public to know 
they are not run of the mill 
“Scrappers”. Scrappers 
are often thought of as just 
junkers who want to make a 
quick buck off of picking up 
metal only. 

“Scrapping has a negative 
connotation,” Larinna said, 
“we are not about that. Our

There was a tribal member 
who had a pile of metal, a 
stove, refrigerator, all sorts 
of copper and aluminum pipe 
and a few lawn mowers and a 
few snow blowers. 


Curt and his employee, 
Cory, took on the pile and 
it was loaded in a matter of 
minutes. Often Curt repairs 
some of the lawn mowers and 
gives them away to families in 
need. Curt also does repair on 
people automobiles, usually 
charging gas, a small amount 
of cash and “something for 
the kids”. 

Back at Curt’s HQ, the 
metal is sorted into various 
bins and cleaned. When a load 
is ready to go in it is taken to 
their designated drop off zone.

Ho-Chunk Nation signs MOU with 
Jackson County

Ho-Chunk Nation moved 
forward in its effort to 
safeguard the Nation’s 
children in relation to the 
Indian Child Welfare Act 
of 1978. On Nov. 14, Vice 
President Greg Blackdeer 
signed a Memorandum of 
Understanding with the 
Jackson County Department 
of Health & Human Services 
during a special ceremony 
at the Ho-Chunk Nation 
Department of Social 
Services. The purpose of 
the MOU is to outline each 
agency’s practices when 
working together for Ho- 
Chunk families. 

“While both agencies have 


specific laws to follow, we 
have come to an agreement 
regarding our interaction 
with one another specifically 
in the grey areas that are not 
guided by law,” President Jon 
Greendeer said. 

Stephanie Lozano, a 
tribal member and Indian 
Child Welfare Coordinator 
- Social Worker for the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Department 
of Social Services, said the 
work began after Ho-Chunk 
Nation worked with the State 
of Wisconsin and witnessed 
former Governor Doyle sign 
into law Senate Bill 288, 
the Indian Child Welfare 
Codification bill in 2009. 

The Wisconsin state law 
protects the interests of Native 
children while ensuring they 


have access to their tribe’s 
cultural and traditional 
beliefs. 

Lozano said the Ho-Chunk 
Nation began negotiations 
toward the MOU with 
Jackson County in November 
2010. The Nation’s next steps 
include setting up training and 
looking forward to a similar 
MOU signing with Clark 
County. 

“Many thanks are in 
order,” President Greendeer 
said,” a special thank you 
must go to Vice President 
Greg Blackdeer for his 
participation, as well as the 
staff at Ho-Chunk Nation 
Department of Social 
Services.

After the 
National Anthem, the color 
guard posts the colors, render 
a hand salute, recite the 
Pledge of Allegiance, and 
exit. 

Those in attendance then 
listen to a Message from 
the Commandant of the 
Marine Corps via recorded 
video message. After the 
Commandant’s message, the 
Marine Corp Birthday Cake 
is paraded into the room as 
the Marine Corps Hymn 
(instrumental) is played. 

The Marine Corps Order 
#47, which was issued by 
Commandant of the Marine 
Corps, Major General John 
A. Lejuene on November 1 , 
1921 , is read. The order reads 
as follows:

The following will be 
read to the command on 
the 1 0th of November, 

1921, and hereafter on the 
10th of November of every 
year. Should the order not 
be received by the 1 0th of 
November, 1921, it will be 
read upon receipt. 

On November 10, 1775, a 
Corps of Marines was created 
by a resolution of Continental 
Congress. Since that date 
many thousand men have 
borne the name “Marine”. In 
memory of them it is fitting 
that we who are Marines 
should commemorate the 
birthday of our corps by 
calling to mind the glories of 
its long and illustrious history. 

The record of our corps 
is one which will bear 
comparison with that of 
the most famous military 
organizations in the world’s 
history. During 90 of the 
146 years of its existence the 
Marine Corps has been in 
action against the Nation’s 
foes. From the Battle of 
Trenton to the Argonne, 
Marines have won foremost 
honors in war, and in the long 
eras of tranquility at home, 
generation after generation of 
Marines have grown gray in 
war in both hemispheres and 
in every corner of the seven 
seas, that our country and its 
citizens might enjoy peace 
and security. 

In every battle and skirmish 
since the birth of our corps, 
Marines have acquitted 
themselves with the greatest 
distinction, winning new 
honors on each occasion until 
the term “Marine” has come 
to signify all that is highest 
in military efficiency and 
soldierly virtue. 

This high name of 
distinction and soldierly 
repute we who are Marines 
today have received from 
those who preceded us in the 
corps. With it we have also 


received from them the eternal 
spirit which has animated 
our corps from generation 
to generation and has been 
the distinguishing mark of 
the Marines in every age.

The Department of Busi- 
ness, Treasury, and Justice 
conducted interviews for a 
financial advisory firm and 
will be recommending two 
firms at a special finance 
committee meeting later this 
month.

WEAPONS CODE 

HO-CHUNK NATION CODE (HCC) 

TITLE __ - 
SECTION _ - 

1 .Authority 

a. Article V, Section 2(a) of the Constitution of the Ho-Chunk Nation (“Constitution”) grants 
the Legislature the power to make laws, including codes, acts, resolutions, and statutes. 

b. Article V, Section 2(h) of the Constitution grants the Legislature the power to enact all laws 
prohibiting and regulating conduct, and imposing penalties upon all persons within the ju- 
risdiction of the Nation. 

c. Article V, Section 2(1) of the Constitution grants the Legislature the power to enact laws to 
manage, permit, or otherwise deal with the Nation’s lands, interests in lands or other assets. 

d. Article V, Section 2(o) of the Constitution grants the Legislature the power to enact laws to 
regulate and zone any lands within the jurisdiction of the Ho-Chunk Nation. 

e. Article V, Section 2(t) of the Constitution grants the Legislature the power to enact laws 
governing law enforcement on lands within the jurisdiction of the Nation. 

f. Article V, Section 2(u) of the Constitution grants the Legislature the power to enact laws to 
regulate domestic relations of persons within the jurisdiction of the Nation. 

2. Purpose. The purpose of this Code is to regulate the use and possession of weapons at all the 
gaming or non-gaming facilities owned and/or operated by the Ho-Chunk Nation. 

3. Definitions. Lor the purposes of this Code, the following terms are defined as follows: 

a. “Lacility” includes any gaming or non-gaming business or governmental entity and its 
parking lot, owned or leased by the Ho-Chunk Nation. This definition does not including 
properties primarily used for residential living. 

b. “Weapon” includes an air gun; any firearm, whether loaded or unloaded; any device 
designed as a weapon and capable of producing death or great bodily harm; any ligature or 
other instrumentality used on the throat, neck, nose, or mouth of another person to impede, 
partially or completely, breathing or circulation of blood; any electric weapon; a billy club; 
or any other device or instrumentality which, in the manner it is used or intended to be used, 
is calculated or likely to produce death or great bodily harm. 

4. General Weapons Policy. No person, including the Nation’s Security Department personnel, 
will possess or be permitted to possess any weapon, whether concealed or in plain view, 
within or on any of Ho-Chunk Nation gaming or non-gaming facilities. 

5. Exceptions. 

a. Gaming Lacilities. Section four (4) of this Code, will not apply to law enforcement officers, 
including the Ho-Chunk Nation officers, who are acting in an official capacity and have 
jurisdiction; or to an armored car representative employed by the Nation for the transfer of 
funds to or from financial institutions or upon notice or special permit set by the Gaming 
Commission for specific purposes or events, as set out in the Gaming Ordinance. See 5 HCC 
§ 1.23. 

b. Non-Gaming Lacilities. Section four (4) of this Code, will not apply to law enforcement 
officers, including Ho-Chunk Nation officers, who are acting in an official capacity and have 
jurisdiction; or to an armored car representative employed by the Nation for the transfer of 
funds to or from financial institutions, or upon notice or special permit set by the Director of 
the Ho-Chunk Nation Department of Natural Resources. 

c. Additional Exceptions. Off-duty police officers, hunters, and conceal carry permit holders, 
will be allowed to store their weapons within their personal vehicles at any of the Nation’s 
gaming or non-gaming parking lots. This exception will apply to gaming and non-gaming 
parking lots only and does not allow off-duty police officers, hunters, and conceal carry 
permit holders to bring any weapon within the gaming or non-gaming building located on 
the property. 

i. Hunters are only allowed to store firearms and other weapons, in the Nation’s parking lots, 
if the firearm or weapon is the appropriate weapon for the current hunting season and they 
have the appropriate hunting license. 

ii. Any individual allowed to store a weapon, under this provision, must have the weapon 
unloaded and fully encased. 

5. Notice. Each facility shall post clearly visible signs that inform all persons entering the 
Nation’s gaming and non-gaming facilities that weapons are not allowed on the premises, in 
accordance with X HCC § X.4. These signs shall be posted at all entrances of the buildings 
and parking lots. 

6. Enforcement and Penalty. 

a. Any violations of this Code may be subject to court action brought by the Attorney 
General in the Ho-Chunk Nation Trial Court. 

i. The Attorney General may request that the persons in violation of this Act be 
temporarily or permanently banned from the Nation’s facilities, or any other appropriate 
remedy. 

b. Persons cited under this Code shall be subject to a monetary forfeiture of not less than 
$100.00, and no more than $500.00. Persons cited under this Code shall have the right to 
contest the citation within the Ho-Chunk Nation Trial Court.

Eddie Larrea, a mixed martial arts 
fighter and Ho-Chunk tribal member, 
was featured in the main event at 
the Midwest Cage Championship 
37 : Thanksgiving Throwdown in 
Des Moines, Iowa on November 23, 
2011 . Midwest Cage Championship 
is a MMA promotion company in 
Iowa, and one of the largest in the 
Midwest region. Larrea took the 
fight with only a two week notice, 
after Kevin “the Lire” Burns’ original 
opponent, Jay Woods, was injured in 
his training camp. Larrea said, “MCC 
is one of the main recmiting grounds 
for the ULC” and he made mention 
that MMA promotion companies 
commonly call him with short notice 
fights. 

Once Larrea accepted the fight, he 
began training with Eddie Anderson of 
East Troy Mixed Martial Arts in East 
Troy, Wisconsin (near Milwaukee). I 
caught up with Eddie at his training 
camp during his last day of training 
prior to his departure for Des Moines. 
Larrea greeted me and invited me to 
grab a bite to eat. He said, “I have 
to lose nine pounds by Tuesday,” 
leaving less than one day to shed 
those pounds. Lighters weigh in the 
day before their fight, and rehydrate 
and eat after weigh in. Larrea was 
scheduled to fight at 170 pounds. 

So as we drove to the Grist Mill 
restaurant; Eddie pulls out a large 
supple of supplements and begins 
explaining what he takes and why. He 
consulted a nutritionist and GNC staff 
to find what works. 

When asked how his mixed martial 
arts career began, he said in 2003, he 
participated in the Toughman contest 
in La Crosse and went went with 
Philip Hemlich and John Stacy and 
has been going strong ever since. In 
2005 , Larrea competed at the Ringside 
World Championship in Kansas City. 


In 2006, he began working with Ken 
Mitch and fighting in the Konquer 
the Kage. Larrea’s amateur record 
is flawless and demonstrates his 
powerful striking ability. In 2006, 
he began training in jiu jitsu at Next 
Level MMA and fighting in the Cage 
Conflict Championship. Larrea 
holds championship belts in both 
Konquer the Kage and Cage Conflict 
Championship. Throughout his 
career, Eddie has fought top caliber 
fighters who fought in the ULC (Brock 
Larson, Paul Bradley, Chad Reiner) 
and Strikeforce (Chad Vance). Larrea 
knocked out Chad Vance in seventeen 
seconds at the Iowa Challenge and 
remembers, “The fight was in his 
home town when I knocked him out, 
the crowd starting booing.” 

After a brief lunch, we made our 
way back to the gym. Warms ups 
consisted of some strikes and kicks. 
Between breaks, Larrea would breathe 
through a blue straw. He explained, 
“The straw will help me control my 
breathing.” Eddie Anderson has begun 
working with a couple guys, Carlos 
Trujillo and Raul Corona, serving as 
Larrea’s sparring partners. During 
Larrea’s two weeks of intensive 
training, Anderson allowed Larrea 
to sleep in the on gym mats in a side 
general purpose room. 

Next, the sparring began. One form 
Larrea has trained in is Jiu jitsu; a 
grappling sport fought on the ground, 
where joint locks and chokes are used 
to defeat the opponent. After some 
sparring, they did crunches and moved 
on to some “drag and carry” exercise 
by dragging one of the guys the length 
of the gym and then carry them back 
to the starting point. 

After the light workout, I asked 
Larrea a few questions about his 
fight. He said, “They (promotion 
companies) send me out there like a 
sacrificial lamb (in cases like this). 
Burns is a ULC veteran and he wants 
to get back 
there. He 
doesn’t know 
the power of 
my striking.” 
Anderson 
said, “Eddie is 
doing a great 
job with his 
training. He’s 
taking this 
fight on short 
notice. He’s 
putting in a lot 
of time and a 
lot of work. 
I’m looking 
forward to 
a great fight 
and a lot of 
changes in 
his training; 
hopefully 
we’ll see that 
in the cage on 
Wednesday 
night.” 

In a 

Midwest Cage 
Championship 
interview, 
Larrea was 
quoted saying, 
“I’m excited. 
I’m banging 
this guy.” 

The interview 
described 
the fight as 
a classic 
“submission 
versus striker” 
match up. 
Burns, a 
former ULC 


fighter, said he wanted to take “the 
clearest road to victory, because Ws 
(wins) keep you in the ULC.” Bums 
said, “Larrea is an extremely game 
opponent who had fought a lot of 
tough fights. As the fight goes on, he’ll 
(Larrea) get caught on the ground and 
I’ll choke him out.” The Midwest 
Cage Championship interviewer said, 
“Larrea has fought the who’s who and 
this fight will be a big launch pad for 
the winner.” 

Wednesday afternoon, I drove the 
five hours to Des Moines, Iowa to 
watch Eddie’s fight. I met up with 
him prior to his fight and we headed 
behind the scenes where the fights 
prepare to enter the ring. 

The fighter next to Eddie’s spot was 
Jon Youngbear of the Standing Rock 
Sioux and a Des Moines resident. 
Youngbear said, “I began fighting 
when I was 18 or 19 years old, so 
I’ve been doing it a couple years. 

I’m not too serious with it, but I’m 
serious now. I got an 11-3 record 
not being serious, so I think I can do 
a lot of damage.” Youngbear, who 
served in the Army, said he just got 
back from Afghanistan four months 
ago. He previously did a tour in Iraq. 
Youngbear fought Bryan Alden at 205 . 
He won with a technical knockout of 
Alden at the beginning of the second 
round. 

In Eddie’s corner are Ken Mitch 
and Simon Snowball. Others that 
came to support Larrea were Niles 
Rave, Deana Mitch, and a member of 
Team Larrea. I asked Ken about his 
coaching style. He said, “Eddie trains 
a certain way. I let him do the things 
he trained to do. If I do see something, 
I can relay that to him in between 
rounds.” I asked if he yelled any 
instmctions while the fight was going 
on. Eddie said, “I can hear his voice. I 
can pick it out of a crowd.” 

As the time for the fight grew closer, 
Simon talked to Eddie about getting 
ready to fight. He gave him scenarios 
and an outlook. Simon said, “I’ve 
been to most of Eddie’s fights. It’s 
good to just be here with him to show 
support.” Eddie said, “This is the easy 
part. I did all the hard work already. 
This is the easy part.” 

It was sometime after 10:30 pm 
when Eddie said, “It’s time. Let’s go.” 
We made our way to the walkway to 
the ring and waited. The fight prior 
to Eddie’s fight went the distance; 
five rounds, five minutes each. As 


Eddie entering into the loud crowd, 
his cage song was from KRS-One. 
Ken, Simon, and I followed Eddie 
to the stairs up into the cage, where 
they inspected him and applied 
petroleum jelly to his face. Larrea 
was now in the ring. Kevin Burns 
makes his way to the ring. Once 
inside the ring, the two shake hands 
and go to their corner. The referee 
starts the fight. Eddie comes out 
swinging. Burns returns with some 
punches. Larrea gets off a couple 
kicks, one gets blocked and one lands 
to Burns body. Bums rushes Larrea 
and takes him to the mat. Burns has 
a full guard position and lands some 
punches to Larrea’s body. Eddie 
rolls out and gets to his knees. Burns 
quickly gets on Larrea’s back to gain 
back control. Larrea works his way 
to his feet. Still with back control, 
Burns jumps forward. He and Larrea 
both roll forward and land on the 
mat. Burns still has back control and 
appears to be setting up a rear naked 
choke. Larrea throws some punches 
over his shoulder, preventing Burns 
from applying a choke. Bums rolls 
over and has Larrea face down with 
back control. Burns positions his arm 
thoroughly around Larrea’s neck with 
all his force and weight on Larrea. 
Larrea submits at 1 :09 in the first 
round via rear naked choke. 

Post fight, Eddie returns to the 
fighter area and said, “It’s going to 
take more than that to make me quit.” 
Eddie continued, “He was pretty fast.” 
In a post fight interview with Bums, 
he said, “He is a good, respectful 
opponent. Going into it, he was an 
extremely game opponent. He had 
fought a lot of tough dudes, and he 
had a lot of weapons. I wanted to stick 
to my game plan; my game plan from 
the beginning was to take him down 
and use my jiu jitsu. I was able to 
get in, get to the ground, and get the 
finish.” 

Larrea’s record is now 14-16-0, 
according to www.sherdog.com, while 
Burns improves to 10-5-0. Larrea 
says, “Hopefully what I’m doing is 
inspiring to the Ho-Chunk youth. 

They can see the life I’m living and 
still be a productive member of the 
Ho-Chunk Nation. I’m still doing 
my part, still contributing, and still 
making a name for us. Everyone 
working out, keep working toward 
your goals and you guys will make it 
soon enough.”
